"The rank and file of our popula- 
tion are familiar with the fact that wc 
have professional schools for the train- 
inp of ministers, lawyers, physicians and 
dentists, but it is not so generally Icnown 
that schools of commerce are bein^ rapid- 
ly established for the training of a busi- 
ness career. The University of Pennsyl- 
vania organized the Wharton School of 
Finance in 1881 and was the first in- 
stitution in the United States to talce 
such a step. Since then all the larger 
universities of the country have taken 
similar action."

The biggest factor in the success of any 
school is its students. The ("ollene of 
engineering is especially fortunate in 
this regard. There are three hundred 
and seventy-five students now in the Uni- 
\ersity taking engineering courses. This 
is the largest enrollment in the history 
of the College. The instructors are 
unanimous in their opinion that the 
character of these stu<lents is well above 
the average. 

During the freshman and sophomore 
years all engineering students follow the 
same course of study. This includes 
such fundamental subjects as English, 
I'hysifs, Mntbematics, Drawing, Shop 
Work, ."^urveyinK sinil Chemistry. During 
tiie junior nnd senior years the students 
tnke courses of study arranged to pre- 
pare men for one of the following branch- 
es of enpineering: Civil, Electrical, Me- 
chanical, Mining and Metallurgical. 

Practically all industrial concerns are 
looking to the engineering colleges of 
the country to supply them with the 
men necessary to maintain and to aug- 
n-.ent their executive, engineering, and 
sales departments. The College of Engin- 
eering of the University of Kentucky 
has contributed largely to the success of 
many industrial organizations. We be 
lieve that the men who are now enrolled 
as students with us are being better pre 
pared to become important faetan in the 
world's work than ai 
precadcd thorn.
